Colnmbus, O.. Dec. 12.—In his testi- 


mony before the board of administra- 
tion last week relative to the investi- 
gation of charges of brutality at the 
Boys' Industrial School, near Lancas- 
ter, which was made public by the 
board yesterday. Major F. C. Gerlach 
head of the institution, admitted that 
the officers under him, with his sanc- 
tion, had resorted to drastic corpora 
punishment, but maintained that such 
measures were justified. 


On order of the 
board, physica; 


punishment was temporarily abolish- 
ed, he said, but almost immediately a 
condition bordering on riot arose and 
in one week 42 boys made a precon- 
certed attempt to escape. This was 
followed,by other flagrant breaches oi 
discipline, he said, until it was, in hi 
opinion found necessary to establish 
a "correctional" cottage. 


The board will go to Lancaster to- 


day to begin its formal investigation. 


President Allen W. Thunnan of the

whitewash the institution, yesterday 
declared emphatically that conditions 
cannot be materially remedied until 
the state's institutional svstem is

"These have all been received there 


since January 1, and there is no doabt 
that the boys going to Lancaster, and 
many of the men sentenced to the 
penitentiary, are on a similar level of 
mentality. There is no reforming 
such persons, because there is no 
foundation to work on, and the state 
might just as well begin now as later 
to care for them. The children of 
such parents are always the same or 
worse." 


In response to questions by the 


members of the board, Major Gerlach, 
in his testimony, related the history 
of the Lancaster school since he be- 
came associated with it, and when- 
ever asked for a direct opinion frank- 
ly expressed himself. He took charge 
of the institution May 1,1909, succeed- 
ing Colonel C. B. Adams. 


Corporal punishment was in force 


under the administration of Colonel 
Adams, Major Gerlach stated, but he 
felt that it was resorted to in many 
instances where it was not justified, 
and at once began a process of reduc- 
tion. 


"Were you in sympathy with the 


order abolishing 
corporal punish- 
ment?'' Dr. Shepard asked. 


"It was not a question of sympa- 
thy," replied. Major Geriacn, "it was 
a question of doing my duty as super- 
intendent"' 


"You believe, then, that corporal 


punishment is necessary in the man- 
agement of an institution 
of this 
kind?" continued Dr. Shepard. 


''Yes, sir," replied Major Gerlach.

J. Strikers armed witn^shot- 
guns made an attack upon detectives 
who were guarding 
strikebreakers 
brought in yesterday, but after firins 
several volleys retired. 


Two of the strikebreakers 
fearful 


for their lives, left their armed camp 
in the railroad yards today under a 
flag of truce. 


Earlier they had tried to break: 


through the lines of the armed strik- 
ers and were driven back. 


The strikers have established a 


camp on the hillside above the rail- 
road yards and have established mili- 
tary regulations. Sentries are posted 
about the camp to prevent it from be- 
ing rushed by police and railroad de- 
tectives. 


Officials of the Erie road claim that 


the strike leaders have threatened to- 
blow up the tunnel near Shadyside, 
and have placed guards at both 'ends. 
They appealed to Under Sheriff H. H. 
Heath of Edgewater. X-. J., for pro- 
tection of their property, but after 
surveying the situation, the tinder 
sheriff thought that the job was too 
big- for him to tackle alone, so he 
called General Sadler of the Xew Jer- 
sey Xational Guard, into conference 
on the advisability of calling out the 
militia at once. 


In spite of their narrow escape yes- 
terday, when both were shot at a doz- 
en times. A. J. Stone, general manager 
of the Erie, and M. E. JoTms. general 
manager of the Xew York and Sus- 
quehanna. said they would remain at 
the scene of the strike all day. 


The stril.e has been in effect a "week 


and strikers while apparently passive 
have been secreting guns and ammu- 
nition for use when the companies be- 
gan to import strikebreakers.

The tunnel 


has a length of 1300 feet. It is now 
owned-by the East London railway. 
Several other 
tunnels have since 


been constructed under the Thames 
and improved engineering methods 
have greatly reduced the cost. The 
first tunnel under the Hudson river 
at Xew York was started in IS 74, 
but was long abandoned and 
only 


completed in 19 OS. There are
